1830, and in his boyhood played with Asso- 
ciate Justice Marshall Harlan and Senator 
J. S. C. Blackburn. 

As a boy he was homely, precocious, and 
popular, and when 18 years old he was grad- 
uated from Central college at Danville. He 
read law in the office of James Harlan. 
James Harlan had been in congress and 
was a whig offshoot of old Hamiltonian fed- 
- eralism. He took an interest in his students 


vote against the democratic party. Young 
Vest's father encouraged his preceptor. for 
the elder Vest was a whig of whigs, who sat 
at the feet of Henry Clay. 

But the more young Vest feasted on the 
mental pabulum dished up to him the sorrier 
he got for what he considered the political 
strabismus of his father and his preceptor. 


In the Confederate Senate. . 

He was graduated from the law depart- 
ment of Transylvania college at Lexington 
a democrat to his finger tips, and to the hour 
of his death he never wavered in his faith. 
The same year [1853] he removed to Missouri, 
and he was a member of the famous Claib 
Jackson legislature of 1861, which refugeed 
south and elected him to the confederate sen- 

ate just before crossing the Arkansas line. 
He was one of two surviving mem! of

Issue Sold to Inne Trust and Savings 
Bamk—Road Will 17.4 Miles to 


ond in ‘Size in City—$3,000,000 Win 
De Issued Immediately—Canadian 
Pacific for Year Shows Small Gain 
in Gross and Decrease in Net. 


Stockholders of the South Side Elevated at 
their special meeting yesterday’ afternoon 
authorised an issue of $8,000,000 4% per cent 
bonds, to be dated July 1, 1004, and redeem- 
able after five years at 105, and maturing 
in twenty years from the date of issue. The 
bonds have already been contracted to be sold 
to the Illinois Trust and Savings bank at 
97%. The latter will in turn offer $3,000,000 
of —— issue to stockholders at par. 

The proceeds of the sale of the bonds as 
issued will be devoted to the construction of 
3.8 miles of single track and 6.8 of double 
track, making a total of 17.4 miles of single 
track. The present mileage is 17.44, so that 
with the new construction the road will have 
84.84 miles of single track, making it the 
second system in size in the city, the Metro- 
politan being first with 37.66 miles. 

There will be issued immediately $8,000,000. 
Of this amount $760,000 will be used to retire 
a like amount of present outstanding first 
mortgage bonds; This latter issue also bears 
4% per cent, and may be called at 102 after 
ninety days’ notice. Its retirement will 
leave the authorized $8,000,000 of new bonds 
a first mortgage on the entire system. On 
May 1. 1905, the company can call on the 
Illinois Trust and Savings bank for $2,500,000 
more, and on May 1, 1906, for $1,500,000 addi- 
tional, and any part of the last $1,000,000 
which may be needed. 

The records of the company show that up. 
to Dec. 31, 1908, there had been invested in 
the property owned by the South Side Bie- 
vated $12,350,880. Eventually, when the 
present plans shall have been and 
ali the proposed new mileage acquired in 
fee,.the cash investment will be in excess of 
$20,000,000, against which the bond issue 
authorized yesterday will be a first lien. 


Present Dividend Status. 


The company ia paying 4 per cent on ita 
capital stock of 510,328,800. Last year the 
net earnings were $651,184, or 6.29 per cent 
on the outstanding capital. Insiders who 
have flgu d out the plans for the bond issue 
believe ti... the extra 2 per cent, or $238,232, 
above dividend reqpirements will be suf- 
ficient to meet extra charges during the 
period of construction. It is understood that 
interest on the money involved in building the 
extensio has been computed in the cost, 
leaving profits from the present mileags suf- 
ficient to maintain the current dividend rate. 

The bonds are to be issued and sold to the 
bank as needed in the amounts named. The 
management estimates that in this way It ir 
saving interest to an amount equal to 1.8 per 
cent on the entire issue. The company, too, 
has the advantage financially of having its 
entire issue sold ahead at a fixed price, so 
that it can carry out,its plans without fear 
of future bond market conditions. 


What Improvements Will Be. 

It is proposed to begin construction at an 
early date; the plans, having been under 
consideration a long time, are already pre- 
pared. The first work to be finished will 
be the buliding of a third track for express 
service between Twelfth and Forty-third 
streets. It is expected this will be finished 
within a year.
